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Frankeny Quits Race; Slates Formed 


The second forum for City Council 
candidates, held at Fairmont School, 
produced the withdrawal of Bob 
Frankeny from the contest, the 
emergence of two ‘‘slates’’, the 
controversial sign ordinance as a 
campaign issue, sharp questioning 
from the audience and pointed 
dialogue between the candidates. 

Between SO and 60 persons 
attended the forum sponsored by the 
Lynridge and Rolling View Home- 
owners Associations. Eight candi- 
dates participated with Frankeny, 
Jack Reid and Larry Cope absent. 
Kenneth Hoyt gave his five minute 
presentation and then excused 
himself from the question and 
answer portion of the program due 
to his wife’s illness. 
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The candidates, in their talks, 
repeated what they had 
said at the first forum, reported in 
last week’s Star, but the question 
and answer part of the program was 
more productive than at the first 
session. 

Frankeny’s withdrawal was made 
in a statement read by his campaign 
manager, Jerry Gorman. It said: 

‘*We enteted the Yorba Linda City 
Council election with full intentions 
of carrying out an active campaign. 
However, due to recent personal 
circumstances we can no longer give 
the campaign our full attention. 

‘“‘We are remaining actively 
involved in the community and will 
continue to support the low density 
philosophy of the majority members 
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of Yorba Linda City Council. 

‘In keeping with the platform we 
are supporting Dale Chaput, Anton 
‘‘Doug’’ Groot and Irwin Fried.’’ 

This was the first public 
confirmation of the rumors that the 
incumbent councilman, Chaput, and 
the two members of the Planning 
Commission, Groot and Fried, were 
involved in a concerted attempt to 
gain the three open council seats. 

The other ‘‘slate’’ gained that 
status through a mailing which 
contained their literature. It linked 
J. Elton Patridge, George Matthews 
and Herb Warren. 

The mailing was made by B&B 
Chevrolet in a packet which 
contained literature about the 
Chevrolet dealer’s cars. Several 


questions about the mailing were 
addressed to the three candidates. 

The issue of low density came in 
for its share of attention both during 
the formal presentations. and by 
questioning. But the sign ordinance, 
which businessmen and _ the 
Chamber of Commerce have 
protested as restrictive, was very 
much on the mind of the audience. 

The lone woman candidate, 
Denise Mulick, introduced the sign 
ordinance issue in her five minute 
talk. She asserted that the ‘‘time has 
come to change it.’’ Mrs. Mulick 
advocated a combination of sign 
experts and volunteer artists to 
produce a workable economic sign 
plan that would ‘‘improve business 
and increase the sales tax.”’ 


Warren, in answer to a question, 
said he would be open minded on the 
sign ordinance, did not want 
“‘garish’’ signs but believed that 
merchants should have the right to 
properly display their wares. 

Patridge, who, as president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, had been 
involved in that organization’s 
approach to the council and planning 
commission on possible changes in 
the sign ordinance, declared that 
signs of a maximum size are needed 
to identify the business so that they 
can bring in business. 

Fried argued that Yorba Linda 
does not have regional commercial 
centers, the city is not on a freeway, 
is not trying to attract travelers, 
caters to local needs and shoppers

YL ‘Ham Assists 
Quake Victims

Since first word of the devastating 
and killing earthquake which 
ravaged Guatemala on February 4 
was relayed around the world a 
dedicated Yorba Linda ham radio 
operator has been almost contin- 
uously monitoring messages and 
playing a role in obtaining relief for 
the quake victims. 

Harry Bullard, high atop Hillside 
Drive in the Rolling View Estates 
section of the city, was awakened by 
a call from a friend at 6 a.m. on the 
morning the South American city 
was stricken. 

Because his location is well above 
natural and manmade obstacles, 
Bullard is able to send out a powerful 
signal and his reception is 
exceptional. (As this reporter 
listened, messages beamed from 
Guatemala City came in strong and 
clear as though the sender was 
speaking from the next room.) 

Shortly after tuning in the first 
morning Bullard, a retired mechani- 
cal engineer, got a request from a 
fellow Shriner to make an attempt to 
find out whether a _ Shriner 
missionary in the stricken city ha 
survived the catastrophe. 

Because radios and power lines 
had been affected it took Bullard 
three days to get the message 
through. But from that point he was 
very busy. 

Other ham operators around the 
nation tuned in on his frequency 
heard of his success and requested 
that he send messages for them. 
Bullard was happy to comply. 

Last Thursday, while monitoring 


messages from Guatemala City he 
heard an urgent message being 
broadcast to all Guatemalan 
consulates in the United States. 

The message was to the effect that 
a state of emergency still exists, 
supplies are needed badly and that 
the consuls should continue their 
efforts to speed supplies as rapidly 
as possible. 

Bullard taped the message in 
English (it was also broadcast in 
Spanish) and contacted the consul in 
Los Angeles via telephone to relay 
the message. He then let 
Guatemalan officials know it had 
been delivered. 

His assessment of the situation, 
based on what he has heard over his 
radio, is that it is stabilizing but the 
need for water and medicines is 
acute. Medicine is needed because 
Indians in the mountains are just 
now being revealed as quake victims 
and they had been without any 
attention. 

At one point in the interview a 
message was broadcast from the 
Secretary of State of Texas to 
Guatemala telling of the take-off of 
airplanes carrying 90 tons of 
supplies, including a complete 
emergency field hospital. 

Bullard’s_ call letters are 
WA6VZO. He has been a ham 
operator for 20 years and is licensed 
to operate in California and in New 
Orleans. He gets a lot of enjoyment 
from this and other hobbies but also 
likes the feeling of being able to 
assist in an emergency.

Pump Tax 
Sets Record 


The Yorba Linda County Water 
District paid an all time record of 
$68,953 pump tax to the Orange 
County Water District (OCWD) for 
the six month period from July 
through December 1975, general 
manager Ralph Shook said this 
week. 

The $68,953.00 in assessments to 
OCWD. for the second six month 
period of 1975 was for 3,147 acre feet 
of water that was pumped _ from the 
underground basin along the Santa 
Ana River. 

During the last 22 years, the 
district has paid OCWD a total of 
$941,727.63 in pump taxes, Shook 
said. It is estimated that the district 
will pass the one million dollar point 
in July 1976. 

OCWD uses the money to 
purchase Colorado River water and 
more recently higher quality 
northern California water for 
percolation into its underground 
basin, the distict’s primary source 
for its water supply. . 

The district also purchases 
Colorado River water from the 
Metropolitan Water District of 
Southern California.

Dear. Sir: 

As students of Troy High School 
we urgently request the voters living 
within the Fullerton High School 
District to, support the base revenue 
limit election on March 2. If it were 
to pass, the revenue income, limit 
would increase $150 per student per 
year. 

The tax override election would 
also raise the property tax 30 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. This is 
the amount necessary to rescue Troy 
and the other high schools from a 
certain financial disaster next year. 

We students realize the added 
income-tax burden this will put on 
the financially beleaguered citizens 
of Fullerton and Yorba Linda. 
However, we also are not immune to 
the hardships of inflation. 

Financially, our school is at the 
very end of its rope. In response to 
this year’s budget crunch, the Board 
of Trustees has already cut 1.2 
million dollars from the 1975-1976 
budget. 

This belt tightening measure has 
resulted in the loss of many capable 
teachers and a substantia! increase 
in class size. 

The total deficit figure for the 1976 
- 1977 school year was originally 
estimated to be $3 million but was 
reduced to $2.5 million by initiating 
additional economics and by not 
restoring the previous reserve 
levels. 

The tax-override election would 
produce the amount needed to equal 
the 1976-77 expenditures. 

One question still remains: If the 
tax-ovetride election does not pass, 
how will Troy and the other high 
schools be affected? 

The Advisory Committee on 
School Finance gave the Board of 
Trustees several recommendations 
as to the cutbacks that could be 
made if the tax-override election is 
not passed.

Matthews and Patridge into a slate. 
He asked who paid for the mailing, 
what was tfe cost and how each 
would handle the issue of 
‘fluttering signs’’ which B&B 
Chevrolet has at its place of business 
on Imperial Highway? 

Each of the three said they had 
been asked if they wanted to have 
their literature in the B&B mailing 
and all had accepted the offer. 
Warren said the cost was $611, he 
had bought his Chevrolet from a 
Brea dealer, had not been connected 
with the Chamber of Commerce for 
10 years and ‘‘understood’’ the 
same offer had been made to 
Frankeny. 

Gorman, answering for Frankeny, 
noted that the offer had been made 
but was not repeated after B&B was 
informed Frankeny would vote 
against fluttering signs. 

Patridge averred there was no 
Chamber involvement in the offer or 
in his candidacy. He said he 
accepted the offer on the basis that 
the campaign literature would not 
increase the cost of the mailing. 

Matthews claimed he does not 
know the owner of the car agency, 
that he accepted the offer because it 
saved him the cost of a mailing but 
‘‘lam under no obligation to them.”’ 

In answer to a three part question 
from Castro the candidates indica- 
ted they would vote for a city 
property tax within four years if they 
felt it is needed, would not vote to 
increase the $150 monthly expenses 
paid to council members but would 
accept additional expense money if 
the reason was legitimate. 

Joe Sanguinet and Roy Lycett, 
president of the two associations 
which sponsored the event, were 
co-moderators. 


CB Radios 
Big Target 


The susceptibility of vehicle- 
mounted citizens’ band radios to 
being stolen was underscored 
recently in Yorba Linda with the 
theft of five such radios within a 
36-hour period. 

The first three of the five 
burglaries, all of which took place on 
the east side of town, three of them 
on a single street, reportedly 
occured February S. 

That night, radios were taken 
from the vehicles of James G. 
Quijas, 6002 Amberdale; Stephen E. 
Calderwood, 19331 Willowbrook; 
and Roger Moore, 20031 Crestknoll, 
in county territory. 


The following night, radios 

to Ronald E. Nichols, 
5791 Am ; and Jimmy

The burglar or burglars, though 
seemingly most interested in CB 
radios, also helped himself/them- 
selves to anything handy. 

Among other items reported lost 
were an AM/FM radio (Quijas), a 


hunting knife (Nichols), and a pair of, 


ski boots (Kopinitz). Value of all 
losses exceeded $900. 


Two suggestions highlighting the 
list they submitted were: (1) reduce 
the school day to five periods, and 
(2) increase the student/teacher 
ratios. 

Limiting the school-day to five 
periods would not allow students to 
take any electives. Advanced 
courses in mathematics and foreign 
languages will wither and die, 
because no students will be able to. 
sign up for them. 

Many students will also find that 
they have no time in their schedules 
to develop their talents in Music, 
Drama, or other fine arts programs 
at Troy. 

Students who are either slow or 
advanced in their studies will find 
themselves severely hampered 
trying to broaden their skills in 
programs that are rapidly being 
phased out. 

To increase the student/teacher 
ratios at Troy would accelerate an 
already undesirable situation. Stu- 
dent-teacher interaction is greatly 
hindered with thirty-five or more 
students per class. 

To increase student/teacher 
ratios would definitely lessen 
effective learning. 

Our school’s sports program will 
probably be hit the hardest if the 
cutbacks predicted for next year 
should prove to be a reality. Safety 
equipment shortages would inevit- 
ably mean a marked increase in 
student injuries. 

Strict measures taken by our 
administration will most likely result 
in an unheated pool for our 
swimmers, no bus transportation to 
games, and fewer supplies for our 
teams. 

In addition the School Finance 
Committee thought that our high 
schools should reduce or eliminate 
counselors and/or student transpor- 
tation to and from school. 

If Troy High School follows some 
of the Finance Committee’s austere 
alternatives this. poses for us 
students the one important ques- 
tion: What value is our education? 

We students hope that the citizens 
of Fullerton and Yorba Linda will 
continue to support us now as they 
have done in the past.

To Expand Programs 


With revenues of $31,000 the 
Yorba Linda YMCA served approx- 
imately 2,200 persons in 1975, 
according to the annual report made 
by Director Gary Huff. 

Programs fell into four categories: 
Family, Sports, Clubs and Adults. 
Sports programs for young people, 
designed to teach skills and values 
attracted 872 youngsters. Six 
hundred participated in family 
programs (Indian Guides, Maidens, 
Warriors and Kachinas). 

Adult programs included softball, 
both for men and coed; Y-Indians, 
and yoga. These activities had 550 
participants. Another 95 took part in 
service and support groups such as 
Y’s Men, YL Community Commit- 
tee, Fund Raising and Sport 
Committee. 

Clubs for young people had a total 
of 80 in senior high backpacking, 
senior high wrestling and combined 
grade school-junior high activities. 

The sports program included 
basketball, swimming (using 30
